proprietor of the National Iris Gardens, was graduated from the Michigan State College in 1889 and received 
an M.S. degree from that institution in 1890. For seven years, he served as the Entomologist at the Mississippi 
State College, then took a post-graduate course at Cornell University and became a prominent Chicago 
landscape architect. In 1910 he established his present business at Beaverton, Oregon, and today ships Iris, 
Hemerocallis and Poppies to all parts of the world. Later his two sons, Wilbur and Thurlow Weed, joined him 
in the business but they are now officers in the Army. 

Howard is the author of “Spraying for Profit’, the first authoritative book on the subject and of which 
more than 100,000 copies were printed. He is also the author of ‘Modern Park Cemeteries’ which, since its 
publication, has been the standard guide of cemetery superintendents. 

The garden is located on the Canyon Road, one mile east of Beaverton and five miles west of Portland. 
Some five thousand visitors view the gardens each year, mostly during the month of May when fifty thousand 
iris in a thousand varieties are in bloom. During June, July and August the Hemerocallis make a fine showing 
and again during September and October the fall blooming iris are in evidence.

DESCRIPTION OF TERMS USED IN THIS CATALOG 

Following each variety name are given the name of the origi- 
nator, year of introduction, season (Very Early, Early, Midseason, 
Midseason-Late, and Very Late), and height of plant in inches. 
AMOENA: (pleasing) white or tinted white standards with colored 

falls. 

PLICATA: (pleated) stitched or stippled margin-color on white 
background. 

VARIEGATA: yellow or near-yellow standards with deeper falls 
which may be either veined or solid tones of brown or purple. 

BLEND: combination of two or more colors (one always being 
yellow). 

SELF: an iris of uniform color. 

TEXTURE: sheen or finish of the petals. 

SUBSTANCE: thickness of petals. 

Standards are the three flower petals which rise upward; when 
they touch at top of dome, they are referred to as “closed”; when 
they fail to touch and there is a slight opening down through which 
the flower center may be seen, they are referred to as ‘'slighily 
open’; and when they are extended quite far apart so center of 
flower may be fully seen, they are referred to as “open”. 

Falls are the three flower petals falling toward earth; when they 
grow approximately straight downward, they are referred to as 
“down-falling”; when they slant outward and downward at an 
angle, they are referred to as ‘'semi-flaring'’’; and when they grow

nearly straight outward horizontally, they are referred to as ‘‘flar- 
ing’. 

Nearly all fall petals display a lighter color toward haft where 
petals join balance of flower, and this portion generally is covered 
by a network of veining. Where this haft color and veining is par- 
ticularly noticeable, we have mentioned the fact in our description; 
but where the haft color and veining are average in appearance 
and not a noticeable feature of the flower, we have omitted its 
mention. We also have called attention to the few varieties which 
display no haft marking or veining. 

The beard is the narrow band of short hair-like growths which 
grow from haft one-third to one-half way down the fall petal. Where 
the beard is average in appearance or inconspicuous, we have not 
mentioned it in our description. Where the beard is prominent and a 
conspicuous feature of the flower’s appearance, we have stated 
such fact.

We have been cross hybridizing iris for the past 
thirty years, during which time we have named thirty 
varieties. A new variety must be different in some 
respect from any other, being larger, taller, a new 
color, or color combination different from any other 
variety now in commerce. There are too many varie- 
ties now in the trade which are much alike and our 
aim is to have only those which are distinct, hence 
each year we discard many of the poorer varieties. 
The newer varieties are necessarily higher in price 
than the older varieties owing to there being so few 
of them, but each year the prices are lowered as the 
supply increases. 


We are justly proud of our own originations, two— 
Icy Blue and Michelangelo—having been awarded 
Honorable Mention by the American Iris Society. 
Each year we pollinate several thousand plants and 
raise seedlings therefrom. But only a few of these 
plants are named and introduced as new varieties. 
Of these seedlings over half are discarded upon com- 
ing into bloom as not being worthy of being saved. 
The best of the others are sold as seedlings to cus- 
tomers who wish good blooms but do not care for 
their names. But when one comes to be an Irisarian, 
only the named varieties are desired and ot these we 
have over a thousand, doubtless the largest number of 
best varieties of any grower. As our stock of the 
newer varieties have greatly increased, we are glad 
to be able to reduce our prices from year to year.

HEMEROCALLIS 


These fine flowers are coming more and more into popularity for 
summer perennials. They grow well on most any soil and require 
little attention and can be planted any month of the year. They 
come in a great variety of colors, orange, gold, yellow, lemon, rose, 
red and copper. While any one flower on a stalk lasts but one 
day, there are as many as 30 flowers to a stalk, so that a single 
plant will often be in bloom for six weeks. By having several 
varieties blooming at different times, one may have a fine day lily 
garden in bloom from the first of May until October and in all 
colors except pure white and black. The foliage is a bright green 
from early spring to late frost. 


The roots should be planted about three inches deep, are free 
from insects or diseases and quite fragrant. In fact, no other flower 
is so easily grown which gives such satisfaction. This being the 
case, they should be planted in every garden and when once given 
a trial they are always considered satisfactory.

ORIENTAL POPPIES 


We are glad to list so great a number of fine pop- 
pies as herein given. Were they better known they 
would be planted in every home garden, for no other 
perennial flower is so popular when well known. 
Once planted they always bloom in late May and 
June and occasionally in later months. Place your 
order at the same time as with your iris or hemerocal- 
lis, but do not expect delivery until early September 
for they do not do well if transplanted earlier. The 
plants are shipped in damp moss and the roots should 
not be allowed to dry out. 

Poppies make excellent cut flowers when cut in the 
early morning or late evening, provided the ends of 
the stems are cut and burned over a gas fire immedi- 
ately after cutting. This burning both seals the stem 
and sterilizes the cut surface. Pick the flowers which 
have just opened or just unfolded and place in water 
immediately. Bouquets will last for a week when so 
treated. Unless otherwise stated each flower has six 
petals. Height is given in inches. 

Seed pods should be removed as soon as the petals 
have fallen and the entire stem cut back after it has 
turned brown. 


AKSARBEN. 36”. This is a tremendously large beautiful shell pink 
with maroon spots. The petals are full and broad, overlapping 
like a peony, giving an unusual compact rose effect. It is rugged
